But our old errors die hard-.because 


we have twisted the Bible to fit them. 
Foi instance, let us consider St. Pet- 
er's words:—"Christ alsa hath once 
suffered for sins, the just for the un- 
just, that He might bring us to God. 
being put to death yi the Ilcsh. but 
quickened in tho spirit, by which (two 
cxperiances—death and resurrection) 
He 
preached 
unto 
the spirits in 


prison" (I Peter iii. IS. 19. 


This text has been made the basis 


for some very peculiar presentations 
Fiotn it some ha-re deduced an inter- 
mediate btito lasting between death 
and the resurrection. 
Otheis have 


claimed it as an authoroity for the 
doctrine of Purgatory. The difficulty 
in cvciy case seems to be the failure 
to remember that the Bible always 
and 
everywhere teaches that 
the 


deail arc ically dead, that they know- 
nothing, and that, therefore, it would 
be impossible to do any preaching to 
the dead. 


Spirits Once Disobedient. 


The spirits to whom the message 


human family—"men of 
renown." 


The race thus in several centuries 
became so corrupt that apparently 
only Noah and his family were lett 
uncontammatcd—all otheis had more 
or less cor.ie 
under the influence, 


directly or indirectly, of these fallen 
angels, or their giant sons. Hence of 
Xoah it was written (not that he was 
a perfect man). "Now Xoah was per- 
fect in his generation"—uncontamin- 
ated—and his family apparently the 
same. Hence these alone were saved 
in the ark. while all the remainder, 
more or less contaminated, were de- 
stroyed by the flood. 


In Chains of Darkness. 


It was then and there that God im- 


prisoned those spirits ("angels, who 
kept not their first estate"),and are 
therefore called fallen angles, devils, 
lemons. They were not imprisoned in 
some far-otf 
woild called 
hell, nor 


were they engaged theie in stoking 
fires for the torture of poor humanity. 
Following the leading of the Scrip- 
tures we find that when the flood 
came they were not 
destroyed, be- 


cause while their fleshly bodies which 
they assumed did indeed perish, yet 
they merely de-materialized, or as- 
sumed their spirit conditions again. 


The record is that God cast them 


down, that they might not any longer 
associate with the holy angels, but 
must be 
reserved in 
tartarus—onr 


earth's atmosphere. Here they weic 
imprisoned, 
not in a special place, 


but in the scnce of having their li- 
beities restrained, "in chains of daik- 
nebs." They -were no longer permitted 
to materialize and thus to associate 
with humanity. These things are dis- 
tinctly told us by St. Jude and St. 
Peter.—Jude fi; II Peter ii, -I. 5. 


When imprisoned or cut oft from 


the privilege of materialization, many 
of the fallen spirits (we know not 
what proportion) continued their ac- 
tive opposition to God, after the man- 
ner of Satan. Hence they are spoken 
of as his angels, his messengers, his

We reply that He could preach in the 
same way that the Apostle refers to.
